George Rosser Charged With 
Deceivirg a Court. 


MISSOURI MERCHANT HELD OUT 
| SOME PROPERTY. 


Judge Rogers Has Committed Him 
Until He Can Produce the Bal- 
ance, Which He Denieg 
Having. 


Judge W. H. Rogers of Arkansas, sitting 
for United States District Judge Adams, 
, heard arguments in Chambers Saturday in 
| the case of George P. Rosser, an involun- 
|tary bankrupt, of Center, Mo., against 
whom proceedings in contempt have been 
instituted by F. W. Neeper, trustee in 
bankruptcy for creditors. 

Rosser, who was a merchant at Center, 
| borrowed $2500 from Hugh Logan of Mexico, 
.Mo., March 17 last. His creditors, among 
i'them several large St. 
houses, began proceedings April 6 at Han- 
| riibal, Mo., to have him declared a bank- 
rupt. When his assets were scheduled, no 
(accounting was made of the $2500 which 
he had borrowed, whereupon the _ trustee 
asked that> he be committed to jail for 
trifling with the bankruptcy law. 

When the case was heard before the ref- 
eree in bankruptcy, Rosser declined to tell 


what he had done with the money, saying 
that to do so would put him in position 
to be prosecuted in a criminal action by 
the Government. He did say, however, that 
he had not used the money to pay his 
debts. 

Collins & Jamison, representing the cred- 
itors, insisted that Rosser’s attempt to con- 
cea] from the court the disposition of the 
borrowed money showed that he defied the 
bankruptcy law and had no intention of 
keeping faith with the court. 

Judge Thomas Pashaw of Ralls County 
contended, on the other hand, that the court 
in compelling the defendant to disclose the 
whereabouts of the money would violate

mously. He is something of a ladies’ man 
but does not like to have them aroun 
when there is any work to be done. After 
the battle, some of the officers wanted to 
bring their wives out to the station, but 
Dewey would not allow it. He said their 
presence would interfere with discipline 
and the work of the officers. 

‘The admiral eats very little, drinks not 
at all, sleeps little, smokes rarely And gen- 
erally is moderate and careful about him- 
self in everything. You know several years 
ago he had an abscess of the liver whic 
nearly cdused his death. He was in the

“Fifth—That the prisoner alone could be 
the writer.’”’ 
Capt. Valerio then attempted to prove 
his hypothesis, traversing practically the 
same ground as already iaboriously covered 
by M. Bertillon. 
He pointed to what he alleged were con- 
clusive proofs of the value of M. Bertillon’s 
system. he witness declared that as he 
wished to remain on scléntific grounds he 
would not attempt to define the motives 
actuating the writer of the bordereau; but 
he was perfectly convinced it could only 
have been Dreyfus. Esterhazy had de- 
clared himself to be the writer, but that 
could not be true, because it had been 
proved the bordereau was forged. 
In conclusion, Capt. Valerio declared the 
court now had in its pussession material 
proof of the prisoner's guilt.

GOVERNMENT MAY KCEP IK 


Money Found by Negroes Near Mera- 
mec Highlands the Subject of a 
Controversy in Washington. 


A dispatch from Washington says the 
mut.lated money found by two negroes, 
near Meramec Highlands, has reached tre 


Treasury Department, and that there is a 
probability that on account of the compli- 
cations that have arisen, it will remai.i in 
the hands of the Government, inetead of be- 
ing returned to the finders, 

In the first place, much of the money is 
60 mutilated as to be beyond identification. 
Part of it yg to the Comptroller of the 
Currency, Mr. Dawes, and part of it to 
the Comptroller of the Treasury, Mr. Trace- 
well. The bank notes go to the former and 
the United States notes to Mr. Tracewell. 
These two gentlemen disagree as to the 
yroper disposition of the money. Mr. 
Dawes beiieves that after it has been re- 
deemed it should be returned to the iind- 
er. Mr. Tracewell holde the opinion that 
the mutilated United States notes have 
been confiscated by the Government. About 
$1000 has been identified, while the package 
is supposed to contain $5000.

A fortune teller, whom the mother, in her 
ang .@sh, consulted, told her that Sam was 
somewhere within seven blocks of his 
home and that he was afraid to return, 
thinking his father would punish him for 
running away, 

‘‘Maybe, if you say in the paper that his 
father will not whip him, he will come 
back,’’ said Mrs. Rosenblatt. 

Sam seems to have gone from home be- 
cause of a sorrowful conv.ction that he was 
unlucky. He had a bicycle which was the 
treasure dearest to his young heart. He 
broke it. When his father iearned of the 
accident, he scolded the boy, te.iing him 
that he was careless. 

Samuel disagreed witn him. He confided 
to his little sister that he was unlucky. 

‘“‘Everyth:ng I have I break,” he said, 
mournfully viewing the wreck of the b.- 
cycle. ‘It is bad luck. I take care of th.ngs;, 
but they break anyhow.”’ 

Then Samuel reviewed the list of the 
treasures that had been his, only to meet 
the fate which his bad luck doomed them 
to. This happened in the evening of 
Wednesday. Moved by the instinct that 
‘s a woman’s, no matter how young she 
may be, the little sister feared that Sam- 
uel’s surrender to the fate that pursued 
him might lead to something serious. She 
asked him if he was going away. Samuel 
looked surprised. 

‘‘No, I'm going to bed,” he replied. “I 
don’t care if Father does whip me.’ 

Whether he had contemplated going away 
or whether the sister’s question put the no- 
tion in his heid, that night he went away. 
About 9 o’clock the mother remembered 
that she had not seen the boy for some 
time, and sent the Iittle sister to see if he 
was in bed.

Another clew came when the colored 
woman who does washing for the Qosen- 
blatts found Mrs. Rosenblatt in tears Mon- 
day and learning the cause, told her her 
sor hea se&h Sam on Thursday. 

Unable to longer endure the suspense, 
Rosenblatt fled to the refuge of the 
poor in trouble. She went to a fortune-teller 
of the neighborhood, famous as a seer, and 
tcld her scrrow. 

“Your son is within seven blocks of home 
and he is afraid to return because he thinks 
his father will punish him,’’ said the mys- 
tic, and Mrs. Rosenblatt went away’ much 
comforted. Sam was at least alive and 
seven blocks were very, near. 

The police were notified, and the father 
has inserted advertisements in newspapers, 
Mrs. Rosenblatt st ll weeps. but softly, 
when she speake of the boy.

ARMY IS PREPARING FOR WAR. 


Chamberlain Issued a Blue Book in 
Which He Says England Rejects 
Arbitration. 


PRETORIA, Sovth African Republic, 
Aug. 26.—The Volksraad to-day, by a vote 
of 18 to 9, adopted the report of the ma- 
jority of the dynamite commission, contin- 
ving the menopoly. 

Commandant General P. J. Joubert issued 
to-day a circular to all field cornets, cau- 
tioning them aganst any act tending to 
bring on a conflict with another power. He 
declares chat not a sing:e. stranger who 
does not volunteer is to be cverced into 
pearing arms. 

Commandant Viljoen has given notice in 
the Volksraad that be wili ask the guovern- 
nent if, in 2ase of war, it is prepared to 
confiscate the property cf inhabitants whvu 
take up arms against the government, 

In the course of an interview after tne 
session, Commerdant Viljven said that if 
* broke out military government would 
be estavlisned at Johannesburg, and all 
Eritish subjects would be compelled to 
leave. 


LONDON, Aug. 26.—A new Transvaal blue 
book is out, but the Boer reply to Chamber- 
lain’s proposal is not yet divulged. The con- 
tents of the blue book shows first that the 
Trausvaal proposes arbitration on the dif- 
ferences growing from under the conven- 
tions of 1881; first, becduse the Uitlanders’ 
grievances are still unredressed; secondly, 
because the scheme is impracticable. Then 
comes Secretary Chamberiain’s joint, in- 
quiry proposal. 

The blue book is valuable because it gives 
the Boers’ idea of arbitration, also the full 
text of Secretary Chamberiain’s proposa.. 
President Kruger only asked for arbitra- 
tion on important differences arising from 
various interpretations of conventions, the 
arbitration tribunal to consist of one arbi- 
trator from each country, who shall to- 
gether choose a third person, not a subject 
of either state, who shall be president. 

Chamberlain’s answer, sent in July 27 last. 
is most interesting, because it is most con- 
ciliatory. First he suggests a jo.nt inquiry 
into the seven years’ franchise proposed. 
which, if satisfactory, would leave the Uit- 
landers no other course than to accept the 
franchise, it being understood that the new 
b'll would not be invalidated by any subse- 
quent law. Chamberiain could not admit 
for a moment the intervention of a foreign 
e‘ement in any shape, but the franchise

FEDERAL LAW MUST DO IT. 


“STATES POWERLESS TO ABOLISH 
THE EVIL, HE SAYS. 


* HEARTY RECEPTION AT TIPTON.

FP trusts by a national license law which he 
has suggested. He said: 


“There is no question but that we can 
control the trusts if we want to. The 
American people can do anything. Now as 
to the way to do it: 


Attorney-General Grigg’s duty is to test 
the laws now on our statute books for that 
Purpose. If, on trial, they prove ineffectual, 
he may recommend new ones. When Con- 
Sress paases them, if they are declared un- 
constitutional. we can amend the constl- 
tution; that is what it is for. 

As to the plan I have suggested, the li- 
censing of trusts, the idea is that the Goy- 
ernment should say that no corporation 

a @hould do business in any State in which 
yk it was not incorporated, except under a li- 
e cenge issued by the Federal authorities. 
a This license should be posted in the trust's 
Plant In a conspicuous place and kept there, 
and it should be a penitentiary offense for 
anyone to do business with a corporation 
not having such a license or for a corpora- 
tion to run in any State save the one where- 
in it Is incorporated without this license. 

The license should be issued under such 
reétrictions as would make monopoly im- 
possible. Organizations should be prohib- 
ited from watering their stock; the capital 
could be limited, and they should be com- 
pelled to file statements of earning, ex- 
penses, profits, etc., as a railroad does. 
It would be such an easy matter then to 
regulate their capitalization and business 
that monopolization would be impossible. 

“That is the great trouble, monopoly. 
I do not believe in any one man or set of 
men controlling absolutely the necessities 
of life. The States cannot handle this. 
We must strike at the root of the thing 
and make a monopoly of anything an im- 
possibility. The Federal Government must 
take up the question and bring it to a suc- 
ceesful culmination.

BRYAN URGES THE POPULISTS

TIPTON, Mo., Aug. 26.—There were 400 
visitors in Tipton yesterday to hear Bryan, 
and beside nearly every citizen in the town 
including the women and many children, 


attended the oratory in the park. | 
The whole town is a swirl of red, white 
and blue, with banners across the streets 


and festoons of bunting swinging from 
every shop front. Bryan pictures were 
every where, Bryan badges were on every 
one’s breast, and Bryan buttons were on all 
the coat lapels. lt was a Bryan day in every 
sense, and only one banner bore the fact 
that the park meeting was in favor of 
Judge D. W. Shackleford. 

Mr. Bryan came at 1:45 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon, and had to fight his way through 
the mass of people to the hotel. He began 
epeaking in the school park at 2:30 o'clock. 

here were several significant points to his 
address. The most notable by far being his 
explanation for the first time in public of 
his Omaha utterance regarding a remedy 
for trusts by control through Government 
license. He took up successively the silver 
question, the income tax, the trusts and im- 
perialism, and spoke for two hours. 

On the silver question, Mr. Bryan said lit- 
tle that was new. He reiterated the Chi- 
cago platform's utterances as to the in- 
come tax. He attacked the President's poll- 
cy m the Philippines most vigorously, de- 
nounced it in unmeasured terms, and 
he “clinched” with the trusts in no uncer- 
tain fashion. 

Through all his speech Mr. Bryan inter- 
epersed reasons why his hearers should 
vote for Shackleford, and especially was he 
earnest in his pleas to (he Populists to sup- 
port the Judge. 

Mr. Bryan was introduced by Dr. J. W. 
Marsh, who acted as chairman of the meet- 
ing. There were probably 4000 listeners 
eres under the trees in the school- 

ouse yard, Some few hundreds found seats 
on the benches made of rough boards: the 
majority stood or sat on the grass. or even 
on the walks. As the Nebraskan responded 
to the first brief words of the chairman he 
stood upon a chair and the crowd rose 
and cheered him lustily. 

There was a shout of “Sit down'” and 
the band played “Dixie,’’ so there were two 
or three false starts, including a singing of 
“Amertca,’’ before the speech of introdue- 
tion was over. Said Dr. Marsh: 

“This speaker needs no introduction to an 
audience in America. In every home or 
valley, on every mountain side or plain {n 
this .and his name is familiar. | welcome 
him as a peerless champion of Democratic 

rinciples and the next President of the 

Tnited States.” 

There was another great cheer and Mr. 
Bryan bowed. He wore the famous alpaca 
coat, the low collar, the white tie and the 
broad-brimmed felt hat that were so con- 
‘"spicuous in 1896, and he smiled the same 

' expansive smile that has greeted so many 
thousands. 

The c'owd was in a good humor, anyway. 
An enthusiast up in a tree had made an 
impromptu speech mat before Bryan had 
appeared and It tickled the audience might- 
jlv, so the applause that greeted the speak-

Then it arose to paralyze the arms 
of the Government. hence the stamp taxes. 
How about them? You put a stamp on every 
telegram you send; rich or poor it is one 
cent for “the benevolent assimilation of 
the Filipinos.’’ Why? The telegraph com- 
pany has more influence than all the poor 
people in the country. The Republican 
a to-day has set the dollar above the 


“Lincoln in 1859 said: “The Republican 
por believes in the man and the dollar. 
ut in time of conflict it sets the man 
above the dollar.’ Early he sent the mes- 
Sage and warned his countrymen against 
the perils of monarchy. He was frightened 
by the attempt to equalize capital with la- 
bor. Because of that he warned his coun- 
try. If I did that they'd call me a dema- 
gogue. Yet Lincoln did it. If he was 
alarmed then what would have been his 
mage to-day? Because to-day Republican- 
oe, a euthroning the dollar and debasing 
“The Republicans are now making dol- 
lars more precious than men. They can 
draft the poor citizen, but not the rich 
mans pocketbook. They can stand up in 
front of the enemy’s guns, but they can- 
not touch wealth.

He deciared that 
“no tomb, be it ever so strong, could im- 
prison a righteous cause,”’ and if any 
doubted the necessity of bimetallism in i 
none could now, as events vindicated the po- 
sition taken by the Democrats then. He 
reiterated the well-known arguments for 
free silver at 16 to 1; he declared that bi- 
metallism had been the country’s policy 
for 81 years, till the repeal of the Sherman 
act; since then the United States had had 
the gold standard, which none had asked 
for. and had had it for 16 years, when none 
had asked forit. He grew sarcastic on the 
Republican platform in the Eighth Dis-

“There were few trusts in 189%; now 
there are more than ever before. What do 
the Republicans say. that it is true in spite 
of what they could do to prevent them?

now how to get rid of them?’

“The Declaration of Independence says 
government should be . consent of 
the governed. Is it true or false? If true, 
we know what to do. But evén if one 
had never read the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence he would know what to do or 
could find out by — the resolution 
of intervention when we fought Spain for 
the freedom of Cuba. If Cuba, as was 
deciared therein, had a right to be free, 
how can you draw a line against the Phil- 
ippines? You can’t draw the line. 

“I say you can’t defend imperialism on 
any grounds. 

“t challenge you to defend it on any 
basis. 

“The first proposition to be considered 
in its defense ‘s, will it pay in commercial 
advantages? That's the dollars and cents 
arguments, but you can’t determine it on 
a basis of dollars and cents. You can't 
determine or defend stealing on the value 
of what is stolen. You must have another 
AS ‘Ss. 

“This nation shouldn't afford to sell its 
birthright for a mess of pottage. But ff 
it is determined to do this, I say you 
would better examine your pottage before 
trading. On a commercial basis you can’t 
defend the policy of imperialism. 

“What will it cost? You can't tell. No 
one can tell how much it will take in blood 
and money to subjugate and hold the 
islands, nor how often we must repeat the 
sacrifices, but history gives no example of 
a race crossing an ocean that didn’t have 
to keep on conquering the natives’ hatred. 
How much will it cost or how long it will 
take you can’t tell. 


‘“‘Already there Is a 300 per cent increase 
in the standing army. An army of 25,000 
men was enough for a republic of 70,000,000 
souls, but we need 100,000 soldiers for 19,- 
000.000 more! Who will pay for this? The 
Filipinos? Then we must tax them more 
than Spain ever did in the height of her 
tyranny.

“England has imperialism and a large 
standing army, but England taxes incomes.

Mr. Bryan grew sarcastic in the assertion 
that the islands would be an outlet for the 
surplus population of the Untted States. 
He declared there were 60 persons to the 
square mile over there now, while only 
persons to the same area here. He eaid 
white men never lived under the tropics. 
and if all the Filipinos d'‘ed to-morrow. 
not one American the more would go there. 
“There are now.” he asserted, “‘more tax 
collectors than colonists.’’ He cited Jam- 
aica, Java and India as examples to prove 
his words. 

As to Christian'zing the natives, he 
showed the fallacy of the argument in the 
case of India, and quoted figures to prove 

is facts. He doubted the-expediency of 
going with the gun in one hand and the 
Bible in the other. to give the natives their 
choice. Biblical illustrations of the folly of 
this were cited in condemnation of “Chr s- 
mow by hypodermit injection of cold 
ead.”’ 

“This nation must decide,” he said. “It 
can be an uplifting power among the na- 
tioas of the earth or turn back to force 
that has carried down so many to destruc- 
tion. Force against love! I warn you, 
Christians, you dare not plant In the Orient 
a principle you dare not plant here. If 
the flag floats there, it. must float as it 
does here. If we shoot the gospel there, it 
won't be long till we will be shooting our 
own particular brand of Christianity here 
into every one differing from us. (Ap- 
plause.) 

“Gage gave the scheme away. Philan- 
thropliy and 5 per cent hand in hand. They 
have so traveled before wherever there was 
a war of conquest. Philanthrophy chloro- 
forms the conscience while 5 per cent pricks 
the pockets of the conquered,. And 6 per 
cent marches a heap farther! 

“There is a difference in the Christianity 
that teaches sacrificing for others and that 
which advocates others sacrificing for us. 

“What a change in the spirit of our 
dreams! What a change in the conduct of 
our people! When you see Republicans, 
who, 30 years ago, applied the Declaration 
of Independence to black men, now not 
willing to apply it to brown men, not half 
black! Then we spent m:liions and lives to 
establish the sentiment that one man can- 
not own another man; now we cross an 
ocean and spend blood and treasure to prove 
that one race can own another and tax it 
without consent!’’ 

Mr. Bryan spoke of the acts that made 
Aguinaldo an American ally. told of the 
‘‘nurchase of the Filipinos at $2 a head’’ and 
said we ‘‘waved the bill of sale in front of 
them to prove them ours.’ He held that a 
great opportunity was lost; that the United 
States should have treated the Philippines 
as it did Cuba and assured the natives of 
ultimate independence. He quoted the Mon- 
roe doctrine and urged its application to 
the islands. 

‘We should,” he said, ‘establish there a 
government; call it theirs, not ours, give 
them independence and say to the world: 

“ ‘Hands off! Let them work out their 
destiny.’ ”’ 

“What have you to offer on the otherside? 
Are they to take part in our Goverrment? 
No. Republicans expressly declared not. 
Then what? They are to be not citizens, 
but subjects. Republicans say they have 
too much money to be let go; not enough 
brains to be independent. Are they to be 
our subjects and vassals? I don't believe 
they can be citizens, but because I am 80 
opposed to their conquest I am not willing 
they should be ours at all. 

“Tf don't want this nation to drag in by 
force under the American flag any man who 
is not willing and able to be an American 


citizen. 

“Some say it is destiny—no maiter if 
wrong or not, it is ‘destiny.’ The trouble 
about destiny is, we can’t tell till we get 
past what it is. When men prophesy I 
fee] funny. In ‘9%, G0 men claimed to be 
prophets and said: ‘Listen to the next 
President,’ but the 60 were not anointed. 

“When man unrolls the plans of the AIl- 
mighty I apply the only rule—the Bible—'By 
their fruits ye shal' know them.’ Men who 
have no pity for the masses here are back 
of ‘benevolence’ in the Philippines. I don't 
believe them. The head of a trust is nota 
good man to carry benefits of assimilation 
to savages, God won't have Mark Hanna as 
a mouthpiece. 

“Apply to each question the principles 
of government. Destiny is not chance, it 
is choice. ‘Destiny’ will be what a nation 
makes it. Because there is chance for con- 
quest, we are not compelled to accept it. 
Temptations may destroy—a temptation has 
come to us. We can have a career 
conquest. When this nation does have this 
it yields and starts downward. We can re- 
sist and teach the world that a Republic 
is greater and grander than a monarchy. 

“Ia the dollar mark stamped on the old 
flag? Did the Liberty Bell ring in vain? 
Have we been false for 100 years? Must 
we go back to Europe and eay our Gov- 
ernment ia round, 13 inches in diameter, 
fired out of a cannon? Was it all a he? 
Must we turn to the old world again with 
a prodigal’s penitent cry? No! his na- 
tion is not a prodigal son. It has not e.nned 
against heaven or men, and God grant 
the nations of Europe may never kill the 
fatted calf for us. 

“For 100 years we have been a light to 
all the world. 

“Let us do for the Filipinos what we did 
for Cuba. and there will be a new Statue

In Texas Floods and Insects Have Re- 
duced the Year’s Output Prob- 
ably 88 Per Cent. 


HOUSTON, Tex., Aug. 26.—The Texas 
cotton crop for 1898-99 was about 340,000 
bales, leaving the Indian Territory out of 
the account. The loss by flood will reduce 
this by 250,000 bales, or 73 per cent. Shed- 
ding, prematurity and insects (and the re- 
duction in acreage noted in former reports), 
will further reduce it probably 15 per cent. 
This is based on the condition as it now 
exists. A.top crop may make a difference 
of 2%,000 bales.

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GETTING METAPHYSICAL 


A comedy passage occurred in the Dreyfus tragedy yesterday 
when M. Bertillon took the stand to prove to intelligent per- 
sons only that the prisoner wrote the bordereau. 

llis testimony was no doubt conclusive, but there seemed to 
be no intelligent persons present, and the cabled report in the 
Post-Dispatch will probably convince the reader that he is 
not intelligent. 

M. Bertillon explained that the bordereau “obeys a geomet- 
rical rhythm, of which. I discovered the equation in the pris- 
oner’s blotting pad.” 

This was expert testimony and M. Labori groveled in humili- 
ation. What does he know about rhythms and equations? But 
then, he is only a lawyer. He is not an intelligent person. 
Neither is M. Demange, who looked on in dumb despair. 
Dreyfus himself was clearly “outclassed,” and could only 
“gaze at the scene with a look of stupefaction.” 

Faugh! Are rhythms and equations to determine the guilt or 
innocence of this man? Next we shall hear of vibrations 
and the etheric double, astra) bodies and the quantification of 
ithe predicate. The Dreyfus case is getting metaphysical. 
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It is to be huped that the sugar trust will keep up the fight

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GOVERNMENT BY INJUNCTION. 


Government by injunction has made another stealthy for- 
Ward step in Texas. 

One of the Circuit Courts granted an injunction forbidding 
@ man to visit another man’s wife. The mandate of the court 
Was disregarded, whereupon the Judge clapped the offender in 
jail, whence he was taken before the Court of Criminal 
Appeals on habeas corpus proceedings. This court sustained 
the iijunction, on the general rules of equity, and on the au- 
thority of a statute which authorizes an injunction whenever 
relief to which a person is entitled “requires the restraining 
of some act prejudicial to the applicant.” 

The prisoner contended that the “injunction was an in- 
fringement upon his constitutional right to freedom of speech 
and the pursuit of happiness,’’ but the court thought other 
wise. 

This is important. If it is a constitutional right to pursue 
happiness, and if happiness appears in the person of his 
neighbor's wife, does it not follow that a man may pursue 
her? How else is the pursuit possible? 

Our liberties are in dan:er. Our rights are trampled under 
foot. It is time for free men to rise and vindicate the majesty 
of manhood. Happiness must and shall be pursued. 

The legal point overlooked by the husband in this case seems 
to be that the shotgun has a standing in court in certain con- 
tingencies of trespass.

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VISITS AND VISITATIONS. 


A Tennessee woman poisoned her husband the other day be- 
cause he brought his sister home on a visit. 

This seems to be slender provocation for such extreme meas- 
ures. Mothers-in-law are supposed to be trying persons to 
have in the house, but they don’t often produce such dire dis- 
aster. Sisters-in-law are usually considered innocuous. Even 
when they are not welcome they are usually kissed on arrival 
and at thelr departure, and often are wearily asked to come 
again. Why, then, did this Tennessee woman take such drastic 
measures’ 

Probably because the sister-in-law’s visit was to be a vis- 
Mtation. This plea may be very effective as a defense. Great 
ferror or trepidation of spirit often drjves men and women to 
Strange and uncouth deeds, When calamity threatens the 
mind wavers and sometimes fails. Only this accounts for the 
homicide. The case will be watched with interest, especially 
by lawyers, who will expect a definition of the law of vary and

STRIKING AT THE CAUSE. 


Prof. H. C. Adams of Michigan University has this to say 
in an interview: 

No statement respecting the-problem of trusts would 
be intelligible without reference to the railway abuses. 
A considerable number of commercial trusts and com- 
binations, perhaps all illegitimate or undesirable as- 
sociations of this clays, would be withered and blown 
away in the breeze of healthful competition were it not 
for the persistence of discrimination in railway rates. 
This is the principal evil in modern industrial society, 
and upon the fact that railways discriminate between 
shippers, rather than upon any other single fact that 
can be mentioned, rests the fabric of trusts and com- 
binations. The solution of the railway problem is un- 
doubtedly an essential step toward justice in commer- 
clal affairs. 

This strikes at the cause, is sensible, rational and true. Take 
away the privileges granted to corporations by unwise legisla. 
tion and sternly enforce the laws which they do not fear to 
violate—as the interstate commerce law—and the trusts would 
break into pieces. The whole trust question would disappear 
if railroads were properly regulated and the protective tariff 
abolished.

TOMATO JAM.—For those who like to- 
matoes this is a delicious jam. The toma- 
tovs should be ground and ripe. 

Throw them into boiling water for a 
minute or two; then peel them. 

Put into a preserving pan, and let them 
cook slowly till they are quite soft; then 
rub them through a sieve with a wooden 
spoon.

EQUAL TAXATION THEIR PLEA 


Single Tax League Charges That Fran. 
chise Holders Do Not Pay 
Their Fair Due. 


The Equal Taxation Committee of the St, 
Louis Single Tax League has issued a cir- 
cular to merchants and manufacturers, 


which contains some interesting facts bear- 
ing upon methods of taxation in Missouri 
and St. Louis. 

Among other facts it shows that the as- 
sessment of the six principal franchise- 
owning corporations in St. Louis is 21.03 
per cent of their actual holdings. 

Against this is placed the statement of 
the President of the Board of Assessors 
that it is the custom to assess property 
at 66 2-8 to 70 per cent of its market value, 
The circular then shows that if these fran- 


chise holding companies were assessed on 
the same basis they would pay taxes on 
$70,878,928, while they are now assessed at 
$22,364,265. The under assessment causes @ 
loss to the State, schools and city of $9%,- 
754. The circular says: 

On April 19, 1899, the famous Major Committee 
reported to the State Senate that ‘‘valuable hold- 
ings in the business districts, etc.,’’ in St. Louis 
were under-assessed $55,451,345, as compared with 
‘‘ordinary real estate on which there its practically 
little escape.’' Assuming the Major Committee re- 

rt to be substantially correct, the two large 

roups of under-assessed values may be stated thus:

CHIEF CAMPBELL’S PROMISES. 


Father Coffey Says the Chief of Police 
Has Failed to Do as He Said 
He Would. 


At a meeting of the Executive Committee 
Friday night in the Sodality Chapel of St. 


John’s Church, the anti-wineroom crusade 


was advanced to the point where definite 


resuits will have to be forthcoming very 
s00n, or those interested in suppressing 
the evil will take some very drastic meas- 
ures, 


The committee decided to appear en masse 


before the Police Board at its next meet- 
ing, and if it does not meet with a favor- 
able reception, they will resort to the law. 


The ordinance prohibiting winerooms is 
piain. 


Father Coffey etated that when Chief 


Campbell took his office he promised, 
through the press, to see that decent people 
were protected on the streets, but condi- 
tions, both 4s to winerooms and disreput- 
abie women on the streets, were worse than 
when Chief Campbell took charge. 


“They say they are investigating,”’ said 


Father Coffey, “but they have a long time 
to investigate in, and if they really meant 
to suppress the winerooms and other dis- 
reputable places, they would have done so 
long ago. There are laws against such 
things, and what we want to do is to ins!st 
upon their enforcement. There is a law 
against winerooms, there ie a law protect- 
ing minors and there is a law prohibiting 
music In such places, but none of them 
are enforced,”’ 


Rev. J. W. Cunningham said he had ex- 


plored the district from Twelfth street and 
Washington avenue to Market street and 
west to Seventeenth street, and had counted 
37 saloons, four-fifths of which had wine- 
room attachments. He saw a genteel-ap- 
pearing woman standing in the door of a 
saloon at Fifteenth and Pine, and, while 
he was passing, four other women entered 
the place. On Market street he found a 
band. cf small boye singing !n a saloon. 
Frequently he had, while on his way to 
Centenary Church, been accosted by wom- 
en. He belleved the people against whom 
this movement had been getarted were 
afraid of its effect.
